Advices from Frankfort the latter part of last week were to the 
effect that the Franchiae Hoard consisting of the Auditor, Attorney 
General and Treasurer, had assessed the franchises of the corporation! 
of the state at about one hundred thirty feven millions more than the 
the miiih franchises were assessed for tb.« year 1U1 1. 

Much is made of this fact Ity the party organs throughout the 
Stale. It is said that this increased taxation, meaning the increased 
assessment, will raise alsmt $7(H),(Ka) more for the year 11H2 
than fur the preceding year aud render it unnecessary for tbe Gov- 
ernor to call an extra session of the General assembly. Aud this is 
true if the assessment stands. Hut it must lie borne in miod thst 
this ia only a tentative assessment; that notice thereof must be 
served on each one of the corporations affected and that they each 
have one month in which to show the cause why the assessment 
should not be iucreased. 

Now, it will be interesting to watch the action of the great 
railroad corporations, such as the Louisville and Nashville, Illinois 
Central, Chesapeake and Ohio, and C. N. O. At T. P., tbe com- 
paniea upon which the most of thia increase has been laid. Also it 
will be interesting to see how long tbe matter is held up in tbe 
Circuit Court of the l ivjted States by injunction if this asseaaineat 
slamla Is'fore the Hoard as now tentatively put forth.
